A numb*, i oi tin* men developed 
acute tonsillitis It their tempera­ 
tures ti if) not rise above 102 de­ 
grees for more than two days. no 
treatm ent was employed. Some at­ 
tempt was made to get rid of the 
germs in the throat by spraying 
with sulfathiaaole powder or peni­ 
cillin powder but it was found that 
these methods failed completely 
Patients who had 
fever 
for a 
number of days were given sulfa- 
thlazole by mouth but the results
